For Gold Creek 

Department of Highways crews 
have set up a shell building on the 
east side of Gold Creek at Frank 
this week and have commenced the 
building of a much-needed camp 
shelter at this west end of the 
scenic Frank Slide.

Colorful • highway and historic 
signs have been set up and camp 
shelters have been built in various 
localities in this Pass area and camp 
tables and benches have been in¬ 
stalled near streams, lakes and 
sheltered spots in this district. 

The new addition of a camp shelt¬ 
er at Frank will be extensively used 
as during the tourist season camp¬ 
ers can be seen by the score using 
the camp table and benches at Gold 
Creek each day. 

This location affords tourists and 
visitors a grand view of the Frank 
Slide and other scenic mountains 
in this area as well as providing 
excellent cold mountain stream wa¬ 
ter, shady trees and nearby woods. 

Meanwhile other crews of high¬ 
way workers are removing numer¬ 
ous rocky bluffs along the number 
three highway through this area 
and removal of the bluffs has im¬ 
proved vision around sharp curves 
100 per cent. Motorists in this area 
who are familiar with the roads 
are very appreciative of this fine 
work that is being sponsored by the 
government to give winter employ¬ 
ment to local unemployed men and 
equipment.

During the first quarter of 1959 
foreign capital coming into Canada 
totalled $165,000,000. 


Coal mines in this Crows Nest Pass area 
were given an invigorating shot of good news 
shortly after 6:00 p.m. Saturday night when 
word was received that mines here had been 
successful in negotiating for coal orders with 
Japanese steel firms. 

In an interview with Dave Young, vice- 
president of Coleman Collieries, Mr. Young 
stated that Coleman had received an order for 
100,000 long tons. This information was tele¬ 
phoned to Mr. Young by D. H. Sutherland, an 
exporter of Vancouver, Who had just arrived 
home by plane from Japan. 

Mr. Young stated that "the price was not 
all that could be desired, but we must realize 
we are dealing in a world market and we must 
be prepared to meet world prices." 

He added that the Japanese market is 
highly competitive and the local mines must 
compete against such countries as Australia, 
Russia, South Vietnam and Eastern United 
States for the sale of coking coal. He said that 
the mines require the utmost co-operation of 
all concerned in order to make our coal com¬ 
petitive. The coal order will create steady work 
for the Vicary Creek mine, and, according to 
Mr. Young, from 50 to 70 men will be hired 
for work. 

Additional men will be drawn from the pre¬ 
sent crew of the McGillivray mine as the mark¬ 
et for coal from McGillivray is only seasonal 
and work slacks off in summer. 

The 100,000 ton order means about 25 000 
man-shifts and taking an average of $20 per 
man shift will boost the economy of Coleman 
by one holf million dollars Uurfng the year. 

The coal order begins on the coal year 
which runs from April 1st, 1960, to April 1st' 
1961 . 


Mr. F. j. Har,.quail, president of 
Coleman Collieries, and Mr. D. B. 
Young, president, returned to Cole¬ 
man last week, after having spent 
the past three weeks in Japan ne¬ 
gotiating for coking coal orders with 
various Japanese steel firms. 

Mr. Young reports the coal op¬ 
erators were well received and that 
many meetings were held. 

Enroute to Japan Mr, Young vis¬ 


ited the bulk loading docks at Port 
Moody which will be opened for use 
on March 15. 

When in operation the docks will 

be u sed.for loading coal for the 

Orient which will speed up deliv¬ 
ery. The docks will be used for load¬ 
ing ships with any bulk materials 
including lime, iron ore, sulphur, 
and other products for export.

The Coleman Savings and Credit Union

During the affair the reports of 
the various committees were pre¬ 
sented and accepted. The reports 
indicated that during 1959 the Cole¬ 
man Credit Union had loaned out 
approximately $50,000, which com¬ 
prised the 53 loans made by mem¬ 
bers. Share accounts during the 
year 1959 increased by some $16,- 
000, making a grand total in the 
share account of $44,500. 

A total of some $34,000 is out on 
loans at the present time. 

Having enjoyed a very successful 
year the committee agreed to pay 
three and a half per cent on divi¬ 
dends and a 15 per cent patronage 
dividend. 

A by-law was passed during the 
evening to increase the directors 
from a total of five to eight which 
would comprise seven directors plus 
one alternate.

Foreign Aid? 

If our young premier has his way, Mani¬ 
toba is going to go into the foreign field and 
donate some technical schools to Africa and 
Asia/ 

No one doubts the motivation of the pre¬ 
mier, but quite a few rather stunned citizens 
doubt the wisdom of the move as a provincial 
enterprise. Surely enough is being done or will 
be done by Canada through the federal gov¬ 
ernment without all the provinces scrambling 
to out-do each other in helping the poo/of 
other lands. 

Manitoba is one of the nation's most beau¬ 
tiful provinces, but surely not the wealthiest 
either in dollars or in educational facilities. 
In fact, Winnipeg, its capital city, is not too 
well supplied with educational facilities. And 
in comparison with Edmonton, Calgary, Van¬ 
couver and some other centres, it is impover¬ 
ished for community facilities of an educa¬ 
tional and cultural kind. 

Vancouver's Queen Elizabeth Theatre, - 
which seats over 2800 ,is envied my many Win¬ 
nipeg people. And Vancouver is about to build 
an additional small theatre, to seat 700. 

Montreal's Place des Arts project will pro¬ 
vide a hall to be used for many purposes, par¬ 
ticularly concerts, and will seat over 3,000 per¬ 
sons. The same project will have a theatre 
capable of seating 1250, and a Chamber of 
Music hall for 500. Surely Mr. Roblin might 
have considered something of this nature for 
Manitoba before adventuring' into the field 
of foreign aid! 

It is true that foreign aid sounds like a 
noble cause. It is also true that we may do 
more for other nations by remaining solvent 
and strong here at home than by contributions 
which will be, in the long run, mere drops in a 
huge bucket. The people who provide the mon¬ 
ey will want to balance the two truths carefully. 

Too often, these days, governments do not 
give the people very much chance to make 
these decisions. One© elected, the government 
authorities seem to feel they should have a 
free hand with the taxpayers' money. 

If Mr. Roblin meant to become an inter¬ 
national benefactor, he should have told the 
people about it during his election campaign. 
Surely it isn't something which has just recent¬ 
ly occurred to him?

What Is Socialism? 

There are about as many definitions of so¬ 
cialism as there are followers of the CCF party 
in Canada, and perhaps that is the reason for 
the failure of that group and the decision to 
form a new party. 

Socialism, traditionally, means the owner¬ 
ship of the means of production, distribution 
and exchange by the State. Capitalism means 
the possession of capital by private individu¬ 
als or companies. 

Capitalists readily accept the traditional 
definition of the term; but socialists continu¬ 
ally modify or argue about the definition of 
socialism. They will tell you that it does not 
mean this or it does not mean that, but they 
avoid telling what it actually does mean, ex¬ 
cept in vague generalities. 

There is good reason for their vagueness. 
They are caught on the horns of a dilemma. 
If they admit that socialism is the ownership 
of the means of production by the State, then 
they must socialize the farms - and few farm¬ 
ers would stand still for it. If they claim that 
capitalism brings out the worst in people, why 
has it not made farmers into greedy, profit¬ 
eering people? This logic dismays the social¬ 
ist so he tries to avoid talking government own¬ 
ership, and merely points to the inequities in 
the world. He says socialism will cure them 
but doesn't say how. 

This nimbleness in avoiding a definite 
statement of what socialism is and what it 
would do may be useful in argument, but does 
not attract a large following. Canadians re¬ 
fuse to join a party until they know what it 
would do if elected. In other words, they want 
to know what, precisely, is socialism? 

I have been reading back through the 


speeches of Mr. Woodsworth and of the Fabian 
socialists when they drew up their Co-operative 
Commonwealth of Tomorrow constitution. 

These men knew what they meant, and 
made no bones about it. Beatrice and Sydney 
Webb did not hesitate to urge state ownership. 
In Canada, Mr. Woodsworth and Mr. Winch 
used no weasel words about their intentions. 
If elected, they said, everyone would have to 
fall in line to make socialism work. Compul¬ 
sion did not scare them. 

Today's socialist is afraid to talk socialism!

Human Cancers 
Studied By 
Ontario Scientists 

How can you experiment with hu¬ 
man cancers without experimenting 
witli human beings? 

This is the problem being attack¬ 
ed by two young University of 
Western Ontario scientists, Dr. D. P. 
Swartz and Dr. R. C. Buck, with 
human cancer tissue provided by 
Dr. Ivan Smith, director of the 
London Cancer Clinic. 

Both men are receiving grants 
for their work from the National 
Cancer Institute of Canada. Each 
Is approaching the subject from an 
entirely different way from the 
other. 

A great deal of experimental work 
is and has been going on, in labora¬ 
tories all over the world, —with 
transplantable and induced animal 
tumors. The techniques are routine. 

A tumor that may have been 
.growing for years and endured 
many transplants is planted into the 
body ox a rat or mouse. Or the ftii- 
mal may be fed a potent chemical 
that will cause a cancer to grow 
in the liver or elsewhere. Or a 
cancer-causing chemical such as to¬ 
bacco tar may be painted on the 
shave aback of the animal. 

More recently, tumors have been 
transferred by the injection of flu¬ 
ids containing virus like substances. 

These methods are, in fact, the 
very backbone of cancer research, 
and a great deal of useful informa¬ 
tion lias been gained from their 
use. However, many scientists feel 
that - - since the goal of research 
is to cure cancer in humans—more 
attention should be given to hu¬ 
man tumors. 

The difficulties are obvious. You 
just can’t induce cancers in hu¬ 
man beings. So, Dr. Swartz is work¬ 
ing on a method of transplanting 
tumors taken from the genital tract 
of human patients into the cheek 
pouches of hamsters. ‘In this way 
we can manipulate the conditions'’of 
growth and study the endocrine 
and metabolic aspects of it," he 
points out. 

Why hamsters? — In the first 
place the hamster s natural resist- 


for transplanting and for the (lay¬ 
by-day observation of the tumor’s 
progress. 

There are difficulties, too. 

Before the hamster body will ac¬ 
cept human tissue at all it must 
first be treated with cortisone or 
radiation. This unfortunately breaks 
down resistance to the point where 
the animals pick up the slightest in¬ 
fection. Also, when kept in cages, 
hamsters have a tendency to eat 
each other. “However, we are mak¬ 
ing progress," Dr. Swartz explains. 

Dr. Buck is approaching the study 
of human cancer tissue in a differ¬ 
ent way. As a cytology professor he 
is interested in the physical changes 
in cells when they become cancer¬ 
ous. So he looks at tissue provided 
by Dr. Smith through an electron 
microscope which was purchased 
with funds supplied by the Na¬ 
tional Cancer Institute of Canada. 
Tills machine magnifies cell images 
to the size of footballs and reveals 
many parts impossible to see with 
the conventional light microscope. 

The work of the London scientists 
is part of a Canada-wide cancer 
research program involving more 
than a hundred projects and cost¬ 
ing ir excess of one million dollars. 
It is planned and supervised by the 
National Cancer Institute of Can¬ 
ada and largely financed by the 
Canadian Cancer Society. 

Poison Control Service 
In Province 

Hon. Dr. J. Donovan Ross, Al¬ 
berta Minister of Public Health, to¬ 
day announced the establishment of 
the Poison Control Service in the 
province. 

The program, considered to be one 
of the most comprehensive in the 
world, features Poison Treatment 
Centres at all hospitals in Alberta 
and Central Poison Information 
Centres at Edmonton and Calgary. 

Tlie Poison Treatment Centres 
have been equipped with an index 
system listing 2400 common house¬ 
hold drugs, chemicals and pesticides 
—their chemical properties and an¬ 
tidotes. The necessary instruments 


ance to “foreign” tissue is less than 
that of rats or mice. Also the ham¬ 
ster pouch is easy to get at both 
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and antidotes to treat an emergen¬ 
cy case of ppisoning will be installed 
in each* centre. 

Poison Information Centres will 
be staffed 24 hours a day at Edmon¬ 
ton and Calgary, to supply inform¬ 
ation on lesser known substances, 
under the direction of senior mem¬ 
bers of the pediatries staff. 

More than 5,000 poisonous sub¬ 
stances are listed on the more com¬ 
plex filing systems contained at 
these centres. A direct line tele¬ 
phone system connects the two Poi¬ 
son Information Centres with all 
hospitals. 


The Department of public Health 
will maintain a comprehensive re¬ 
cord of the type, .location and final 
result of all pdison cases in the 
province. 

The Poison Control system has 
resulted from a two-year study of 
similar systems elsewhere and con¬ 
sultation with medical and pharma¬ 
ceutical associations. The incidence 
of accidental poisoning especially 
by children, has increased since, the 
Second World War as more toxic 
substances have become available in 
the home. y
